Meeting with student leaders 


“Dumke should assume reins of moral

“I have never heard Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke publicly answer a question 
straight-on,’’ said ASSSC P resident Steve 
Whitmore about a meeting between Dumke 
and Sacramento State student representa- 
tives. 

The meeting took place over lunch at 
the El Gaucho Restaurant Thursday noon, 
October 2. In attendance, besides Whit- 
more were Tom Goff, ASSSC vice- 
president; Don Juhl, housing co-ordin- 
ator; Scott Burns, senate chairman; 
Randy Bush, senate vice-chairman; Grant- 
land Johnson, BSU representative; Neil 
McAfree; John Metcalf; and Mike Dottarar. 

The most controversial matter at the 
meeting was about the upcoming October 
15 Moratorium to protest the Vietnam 
war. An earlier executive order from 
the Chancellor's Office concerning dis- 
missal of classes dictated that indiv idual 
professors are not empowered to dismiss 
their classes, Because of this the Mora- 
torium has been inclu’ed in the legal 
number of allotted campus-wide convoca- 
tions. Custom usually tictates that the 
Student Senate sets the convocation dates 
with approval of the colleze president. 


‘“fhe Moratorium,’ Whitmore said, ‘will 
come off as scheduled,”’ 

Concerning the recently -eleased re- 
port on former SSC President Robert 
Johns, Dumke said that the matter should 
have been handled privately, with his 
office acting as a “bridge to the Trustees.” 

Whitmore, a member of the California 
State College Student P residents Associ- 
ation executive committee, which sits inon 
legislative committees dealin’ with col- 
lege matters, deplored the doubie - deal ing 
that the Board of Trustees indulges in. He 
said that they tell the student presidents 
one thing and then instruct their lobby ist 
to go in the opposite direction, thus making 
most legislation restrictive. 

A prime example of this is the Title 
5 declaration which restricts campus 
conduct. Because of pressure from above, 
the Trustees revised Title 5 even stricter 
in light of last year’s campus disorders. 
They told the student presidents that the 
new declaration probably would not pass, 
but “hen turned right round and instructed 
their man «i the Capitol to push for its 
passage. 

“What this system needs,"’ Whitmore 
said. “is for Dumke to assume the reins 
of moral leadership, thus enabling the stu- 
dents and the Chancellor to see each 
other’s side more clearly. This would

The name of the ‘“‘game’”’ is RANDOM 
SELECTION, not LOTTERY, And the 
name of the ‘‘text’’ is ‘A Million Random 
Digits with 100,000 Normal Deviates.”’ 

In a prepared statement Friday after- 
noon, Dr. Otto Butz, acting-president of 
SSC. explained his decision to accept 
admissions for only one day and to select 
the 600 new students for the spring 1970 
semester by a system of random numbers 
from a book checked out of the librar) 

The bases for his decision are as 
follows: 

— ft would have been “dishonest and 
deceptive to accept applications for 
more than one day when we knew that 
those applying on a second day would 
have no chance for admission.” 
— Proper speed in processing the 
applications was deemed important so 
those not admitted could make other 
plans. 
— ‘Extreme congestion and disruption 
of the normal operation of the college”’ 
was anticipated if the thousands of 
applicants had to physically appear on 
campus, “Acceptance of mailed appli- 
cations seemed imperative..." 

— ‘‘To fairly select from among those 

who would apply... we concluded that 

the traditional chronological method of 
selection could not be implemented on 
the simple principle of first-come 


enable him to alleviate disruptive symp- 
toms on college campuses, instead of 
reacting to the crises.” 

With student governments moving far- 
ther left and the Board of Trustees farther 
right, Dumke pointed out the problem of 
having ‘‘no balance in higher education’’. 
We ave not fulfilling our obligation **to 
maintain what is best in the status quo, 
and to maintain a stable social order.”’ 

An item of grave importance to the 
State Hornet concerns censorship of stu- 
dent publications. Dumke said simply 
that student publications would in no way 
be censored. 

A big controversy on which Chancellor 
Dumke again displayed his ample ability 
for the ambiguous answer was about 
James Gillette, Sonoma State Student 
President, who was elected despite his 
previous criminal record, Dumke said 
that the public does not think an ex-convict 
should be president of a student associ- 
ation, completely ignoring the fact that 
they have no voice in the matter. He 
called for disclosure of all facts prior 
to elections which is just what the Ad Hoc 
committee on Conduct of Student Govern- 
ment Elections and Qualifications for 
Student Officers said in their report of 
September 19, 1969. The students of each 
individual campus should have a say in 


first-serve."’ 

Butz emphasized the seriousness of 
the selection process and said he would 
use ‘‘a table of random numbers, con- 
sonant with sound statistical practice’’ 
to choose 600 new students out of approxi- 
mately 3,000 applicants. 

He went on to express belief that there 
is an “acceptable legal basis for this 
action under Section 40651 of the Cali- 
fornia Administrative Code, Title 5, which 
provides that students may be admitted 
out of chronological order if there is 
‘the likelihood of a serious curtailment 
of their educational experience were they 
not to be admitted,’ ” 

Butz, in referring to the legal aspects 
of the situation, said, ‘‘We have exer- 
cised interpretation (of Title 5) and we 
are open to challenge.’’ 

When asked by reporters if the recent 
budget cuts by Governor Reagan were 
contributing to the problems at SSC, Dr. 
Butz replied, ‘‘There is no villain here— 
this has been a cumulative problem. Over 
the years investments have not kept pace 
with the college’s demands.”’ He said 
higher education was “more expensive 
than we predicted or were willing to live 
up to.” 

Butz said he has received questions 
about the admission policy but ‘‘no com- 
plains or criticisms.”’ 

Oct. 1 applicants will receive word on 
their applications during the week of 
Oct. 13, said Dr, Butz.

the standards on which their elections 
are run. 

Another matter brought up was the 
budget cuts made in the Economic Oppor- 
tunities Program. Grantland Johnson, 
BSU member, pressed Dumke about the 
EOP budget, and got an assurance that 
the EOP would now have top priority in 
the budget and would be the last to be 
cut. But again we witness the ambiguity 
evident in his answer, There are two 
different types of budgets, the Support 
and the Augmentative. Needless to say, 
Dumke failed to specify which one the 
EOP would have priority on, The dis- 
tinction between the two is that most of 
the money comes from Support budget and 
the Augmentative is just ‘‘icing on the 
cake."’ 


Because of the lack of clear under- 
standing between students and the Chan- 
cellor’s Office all these problems exist. 
Tom Goff, student vice-president summed 
it up by saying, ‘‘We came to some sort 
of concensus that the main problem with J 
relations between students and the Chan- 
cellor’s office was not any fundamental 
hostility, but rather a failure on the 
Chancellor’s part to include in any ad- 
ministrative sense, a student input into 
his operation."’

Scopes revisited 


The people who are entrusted with the task of overseeing public 
higher education in this state have the disturbing habit of treating 
‘ollege and university students as if they were retrograde morons. 

The Angela Davis travesty at UCLA is a case in point. Miss Davis 
is a communist, and a teacher, something that some authorities say 
is not a unique combination, 

What is apparentiy unique is Miss Davis’s honesty. She admits she 
is a communist. This has thrown the regent of the University of Cali- 
fornia into near hysteria, and they have decided that they must prevent 
her from teaching on any UC campus. 

One regent, noted for a more liberal outlook than most, called some 
of the suggestions of his fellow regents ‘‘vicious.’’ Considering the 
fact that the regents’ decision to forbid Miss Davis to teach is hardly 
can only surmise at what a regent would consider 





benevolent, we 
vicious, 

What the decision means, of course, is that the regents would prefer 
that students not be exposed to any ideas which conflict with their own, 
This brings up two interesting questions. 

First, do the regents consider us intellectually incapable of reviewing

immediately embrace it’? In that case, perhaps we had all better 
become communists as soon as possible, since the regents are apparent- 
ly trying to tell us in their sly way that communism is the way of the 
future, 

We find it hard to believe that the regents are convinced that com- 
munism is a superior political system. We don’t find it hard to believe 
that the regents think it is their right to censor our ideas, We are 
forced to disagree with them. 

The regents’ decision in the Angela Davis case reflects on the entire 
University of California, If they have their way, we may find ourselves 
in such prestigious company as William Jennings Bryanand Mr, Scopes’

The double set was not a 
crowning achievement as some 
may have believed, it was both 
disappointing and enjoyable. The 
record was not tight and profes- 
sional, it was only a collection of 
impulse and inspiration.

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Academic Senate refuses 








to meet with Chancellor 


The Academic Senate, at its 
meeting Wednesday, refused to 
meet with Glenn S, Dumke, Chan- 
cellor of the state college system. 

The request for an informal 
45 minute meeting was declined, 
according to William R, Neuman, 
academic senate chairman, be- 
cause ‘‘there is a feeling among 
the faculty that the charcellor 
hadn’t any interest in ther. The 
faculty recognizes this and con- 
siders meeting with the chancellor 
a waste of time.”’ 

According to Neuman the faculty 
felt that, had they met with the 
chancellor and each party stated 


their position, at the end of the 
conversation the chancellor would 
be no closer to understanding their 
position than he was before. 

The time that the senate would 
have spent with the chancellor 
was spent with the presidential 
nominating committee instead and 
this, Neuman felt, was a more 
beneficial use of the time. Any 
good which would have come from 
the chancellor’s visit, he said, 
would have come from private 
meetings with acting president, 
Otto Butz, and with the presi- 
dentia! nominating committee, not 
from meeting with the senate.

Council tackles apartment ills .

Preparations are now being 
made for a ASSSC housing com- 
mission to help students find ade- 
quate housing with the Sacramento 
area, 

According to Don Juhl, House 
Coordinator of the ASSSC, the 
commision will act in three ways: 
G)) as a rental agency, (2) as a 
service to apartment owners, and 
(3) as an advisory service to the 
student. 


First, the commission will act 
as “a rental agency.’’ By means 
of individual questionnaires, the 
commission will collect informa- 
tion on facilities, rents charged, 
and the rules the tenants are re- 
quired to follow at various apart- 
ment houses, 

As soon as the information 
from the questionnaire is tabu- 
lated, the results will be posted 
on the ASSSC boards between the 
anthropology building and the cafe- 
teria. In addition, the results wil! 
be published periodically in the 
Hornet, 

The second function of the com- 
mission will be to serve the in- 
terests of the apartment owner. 
He would be protected from such 
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hazards as property damage, fail- 
ure of the student to pay rent, and 
other problems which might arise 
with the student tenants. 


Third, the commission will act 
as the voice of the student. Juhl 
said that if any student is 
*‘approached in a negative way or 
cheated or handled illegally in 
financial managements, the com- 
mission would negotiate with the 
apartment owners for a satisfac- 
tory agreement.”’ 


If any student or apartment 
owner has a problem, the house 
coordinator wiil try to solve the 
difficulty. 


The commission will consist 


of the following le: five stu- 
dents picked by » house co- 
ordinator, five apartment owners, 
five faculty and/or administrators 
and some community people not 
affiliated with the apartment busi- 
ness, 


Both Whitmore and Juhl have 
been trying to get the commission 
working so that students who need 
housing may begin receiving aid. 
However, according to Juhl, there 
is trouble talking to apartment 
owners about “issues that are 
relevant to the commission. Until 
these problems are overcome, the 
Housing Commission, will not be 
able to provide service to the 
Student,’’
